working, we are enabled to have some 
of the details of the recent storm on the' 
mountains. A dispatch from Trnokee 
of the 10th states the situation at that 
time, as follows: "The snowsheds be- 
gan falling yesterday forenoon at Yuba. 
Pass, two miles east of Emigrant Gup. 
The west-bound lightning train'wan de- 
layed. The engineer, George Hamilton 
was seriously injured. Daring the af- 
ternoon 100 feet of corrngated.iron shed 
blew down near the same place. The 
forward part of train No. G was 
: . 


BCBIED COMPLETELY. 


Three m en were covered up for some 
time, but were not seriously injured. 
Buckley's 
snow-plow from Truckee 


reached the wreck with section men lent 
evening and with difficulty succeeded in 
druwingja portion of No. 6 back to Cisco. 
This inoruing about 4 o'clock, some 500 
feet fell between Cisco and Emigrant 
Gap. Coburn's snow-plow ran to the 
Summit this morning, bat being badly 
disabled daring the trip, was forced to 
return to Truckee. About 11 o'clock 
this forenoon 800 feet of snowsbed 'ell 
between Cascade and Cisco. A snow- 
plow with 40 men left Trackee this 
morning to clear this last wreck. About 
1,600 feet of shedding is now down. 
Buckley's snow-plow is imprisoned at 
Cisco. No. C is still bnvit-d. It storm- 
ed fiercely all night and the v,-ind blew 
a tornado. Clear and the sun shining 
here this afternoon, but blowing hard 
•west of the Summit.'" A later dispatch, 
dated the llth, says: "Railroad men 
pronounce the recent storm the most 
destructive storm on record. A furious 
gale has prevailed constantly, uprooting 
trees and producing f reqnent avalanches.

And against the sides of the anow-aheds 
assisted the gale in wrenching off the 
strongest timbers like pipestems. Fif- 
teen or sixteen hundred feat of sheds at 
the least calculation were down «t one 
time to-day.

Four hundred men have been 
working all day, clearing the wreck. 
The imprisoned trains have been liber- 
ated as far as Tamarack.

And still another dis- 
patch of the 10th thus describes the 
general situation: "Dispatchesfrom San 
Francisco and other points say that a 
very heavy snow-storm set in the Sierra 
Nevada mountains early on Thursday 
morning and raged with unabated fury 
until toward noon 
to-day.

Thursday there was but little wind, but 
the snow fall was very heavy. About 
noon on Friday the wind rose and dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening it blew a 
perfect hurricane. Up to noon of'Fri- 
day nearly eight feet of snow had col- 
lected in the mountains. This vast 
body of the "beautiful" was drifted into 
he cuts of the railway until they were 
svol full.
